When the uniform firearms act 
passed at the last session of the 
state legislature becomes a law on 
September I, local owners of fire­ 
arms, 
particularly 
revolvers, 
will 
have to be more careful in the m an­ 
ner they use and transport their 
weapons, it was pointed out today 
by Corporal Holochwost, of the G et­ 
tysburg sub-station of the state po­ 
lice. 
The word “firearms” as defined 
under the new law is “any pistol or 
revolver with a barrel less than 12 
inches, any shotgun with a barrel 
less than 24 inches, or any rifle with 
a barrel less than 15 inches.’’ 
The 
act does not apply to the ordinary 
shotgun or rifle. Neither does it ap­ 
ply to machine guns. 
The new law controls the selling, 
carrying and using of firearms and 
villi be enforced in an effort to re­ 
duce crimes in which these weapons 
are used. 
Carry In Oar 
Any person can carry a pistol or 
a revolver in their car or on their 
person, providing they have a license 
to do so. 
No license is required if 
the weapon is kept at home and 
never transported. The licenses are 
to be issued by the sheriff. Corporal 
Holochwost pointed out, in Adams 
county, as there are no first, second 
or third class cities in this section. 
In such cities, the chief of police 
has the authority to issue licenses. 
The license will cost 50 cents, the 
fees to go to the county treasurer. 
The provisions of the act do not 
apply 
to 
policemen, 
constables, 
sheriffs, prison or Jail wardens, law 
enforcement officers, members of the 
army, navy or marine corps of the 
United States, the National Guard 
or organized reserves when on duty. 
Organizations for target practice are 
also unaffected provided the mem­ 
bers are at or going to or I tom 
their place of practice. 
Messengers and agents of banks 
are also unaffected when about their 
duties, while unloaded firearms, se­ 
curely 
wrapped, are also exempt. 
Antique firearms kept as curiosities 
are also not affected. 
The new law prohibits the loan 
of a firearm to anyone else or as 
security for a loan. 
The removal 
of numbers from a revolver would 
also be an infringement of the law. 
Regulate Dealers 
The regulation of retail dealers of 
firearms is one of the outstanding 
features of the law. No one will be 
able, after September I, Corporal 
Holochwost said, to go into a store 
and purchase a gun, leaving with 
the weapon at the time. When any­ 
one attempts to secure a revolver, 
the dealer will take his name, ad­ 
dress and description and turn it 
over to the sheriff within six hours 
by registered mail. 
Tile firearm 
cannot be sold until 48 hours after

No observer of the Gandhi move­

fluence among Indians of ail politi­ 
cal persuasions is great.

Gandhi and his party have won a 
technical victory in the concessions 
made to the nationalists by the first 
round table conference. Mr. Wilson 
entered the harbor at Brest, France, 
the most potent personal force In 
the western world, as Mr. Gandhi 
could come to the Thames the most 
potent personal force in the eastern 
world. 
Mr. Wilson left French wa­ 
ters shorn of much personal and po­ 
litical power, only to have what re­ 
mained of the American part in the 
proposed international league for 
the preservation of peace among the 
nations crash about his head.

portly and senior Senator Broussard 
leveled his guns at his one-time 
ally, Huey P. Long, political observ­ 
ers in Washington Immediately ask­ 
ed, "Why?’ 
There was no outspoken opposi­ 
tion on the part of Broussard when 
Governor and Senator-elect Long 
wa* campaigning to oust that vet­ 
eran of 32 years’ congressional serv­ 
ice -Joseph E. Ransdell. . 
Now 
he come along 
with 
the 
charge that Long is violating the 
law holding on to the job as gov­ 
ernor when he has been elected to 
the senate. 
Rumor in the capital has it that 
a suit is being prepared for filing in 
Louisiana courts in an effort to de­ 
termine if Long is within his rights 
in holding both posts. 


Broussard's Reason? 
But what is the reason for Brous­ 
sard’s attitude? Opinions vary. 
For one thing, the Louisiana sen­ 
ator must stand for re-election next 
year. He may have a Long man to 
oppose him And the name of John 
H. Overton, recently elected a mem­ 
ber of the house to .succeed the late 
James B Aswell, is heard in the 
gossip. 
Politically Overton and Long are 
close It was Overton w'ho defended 
the governor against Impeachment 
charges in the Louisiana legisla­ 
ture. 
And It was Long w-ho got out his 
band wagon—a combination of u ra­ 
dio loud speaker and a calliope - 
and boomed from one town td an­ 
other In Overton’s behalf during the 


congressional campaign. 
Long campaigned for Overton in 
the eighth district as intensively as 
if he himself was seeking *8* 
With Overton or some other Long 
man as his colleague in the senate, 
Governor and Senator-elect "Huey" 
would occupy a strategic position. 
He could, if he so desired, be boss 
within and without Louisiana. 
Federal 
patronage—at 
least 
a 
large part of It—would be added to 
his control of state patronage. 


•Fighting Bob’s’ Example 
Louisiana’s senators have been 
found regularly In t.hes republican 
column In votes on such issues as 
the 
tariff. Both 
Broussard 
and 
Ransdell have steadily voted this 
way. 
As for whether Long is violating 
the law’ by holding on to his job as 
governor after resenting his cre­ 
dentials as senator-elect, apparently 
it is a question that the state courts 
alone must decide. It is not the first 
time such a thing has been done 
The late "Old Bob’’ La Follette 
remained away from the senate for 
almost a year after he was elected, 
because he preferred to hold on as 
governor of Wisconsin.

The cooperation of automobile 
operators was asked today by Ben­ 
jamin G. Eynon, commissioner of 
motor vehicles, in aiding the bureau 
of motor vehicles in its gigantic task 
of 
preparing 
operators 
renewal 
cards for 1932. This cooperation is 
particularly asked of those opera­ 
tors who have changed their address 
but have not so notified the bureau. 
"Within a few weeks our grapho- 
type section will begin the addresso- 
graphing of the renewal cards for 
1932,” Commissioner Eynon 
said. 
"This is a huge job and when it 
starts we will have fifteen addresso- 
graph machines in action, working 
on a production basis and turning 
out 100,000 cards every seven hours. 
"Last year we addressographed 
1.954.878 registration renewal appli­ 
cations and 2.124,277 operator re­ 
newal applications. 
Of the regis­ 
tration renewal forms mailed out, 
99,963 were returned by the post of­ 
fice department because the ad­ 
dressee did not live at the address 
shown. 
And of the more than 2,- 
000.000 operator renewal forms mail­ 
ed, 126.413 were returned for the 
same reason. 
"Two 
hundred 
and 
twenty-six 
thousand motor vehicle owners and 
operators did not receive renewal 
application for 1931 because they 
did not file 
an 
application 
for 
change of address. 
Beside the in­ 
convenience and cost to these own­ 
ers and operators of writing the 
bureau for renewal cards, the com­ 
monwealth was also put to an un­ 
necessary expense. 
Heavy Expense 
"For each of these 226.000 return­ 
ed applications, the bureau was 
charged a cent and a half return 
postage. 
To this must be added 
our addressographing, mailing and 
material costs. 
"An analysis of these returned 
applications shows that over 61,000, 
or about 50 per cent, were returned 
from the six major cities of the 
state. The city of Philadelphia re­ 
turned 38.172; Pittsburgh, 
19,104; 
Reading, 1.530; Erie, 1,376; Scranton, 
654. and Altoona. 469. 
"When you receive your renewal 
card this year, notice in the upper 
left hand comer these instructions: 
Postmaster:

undeliverable 
through your post office do not 
forward.’ On the basis of these in­ 
structions the postmaster general 
issued a special order providing that j 
these renewal applications must be 
delivered to the addressee at the ad­ 
dress shown or returned to the send­ 
er.

HASIK! GROWTH 


Number Of Students lumps 
From 32,000 To 250,000 
In Thirty Years.

The rapid growth of the high 
school in Pennsylvania, from a total 
enrollm ent of about 32,000 in 1900 
to more than 250,000 today, inevit­ 
ably 
created 
a 
num ber 
of 
im­

problems. 
Among these th e relation of the 
high school to the college has been 
one of the greatest and most de­ 
batable. 
Thirty years ago the m ajority of 
th e high school graduates were go­ 
ing to college or university and the 
high achool curriculum was devised 
with the object of college prepara­ 
tion in view. Today the high school 
not (wily m ust continue to prepare 
its graduates for college entrance 
b at m ust also attem pt to provide a 
general, basic education for the in­ 
creasing m ajority th a t goes straight 
from the high school into business 
and social life. 
In the debate on the high schoel- 
college problem, Dr. Jam es N. Rule, 
superintendent of poblic instruction, 
consistently h as b ern aligned with 
th e division of educators favoring 
the broadening of the high school 
training. T w o years after he joined 
the state departm ent rn deputy su­ 
perintendent, he was championing 
this cause in addresses before edu­ 
cational groups. 
Addresses which 
he delivered a t the University of 
Pennsylvania Colleges in 1925-26, 
ro t only indicate his conception of 
the problem but present a concise 
review bf th# situation then and to­ 
day.

“Fifty years ago it took a special 
aob of legislature to establish a high 
school in Pennsylvania,” he said in 
these speeches, “whereas today it is 
th# obligation of every school dis­ 
trict in the commonwealth to pro­ 
vide high school facilities for all Its 
young people who have expressed a 
desire and shown their fitness to 
pursue a high school education.”
